APACLROC and Afil declare that the coinn end pursued by then le 
the division of the Russian empire into independent national states of all 
the oppressed peoples in their respective ethnographic limits, destruction 
of Coinn 1am in the world, and the establishment of the sovereignty of all 
the peoples of Europe and Asia oppressed by Russian coiunlam and L^>erl- 
aliam. 



APACLROC and ABN must mutually oo llal ore to and equally help one 
another in the struggle against Russian dim and ij*>erialism since 
there exists a similarity of interest on the part of both organ! sat ions.
